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IMPROVED  FAMHG  OFFERS  PROMISE  OF  PLENTY  FOR  U.S, 
The  Nation's  farmers  can  produce  all  the  food  a  prosperous  America  wants, 
declares  Chester  C.  Davis,  chairman  of  the  Presidents  Famine  Emergency  Com- 
mittee and  a  former  Agricultural  Adjustment  Administrator. 

"We  haven't  yet  begun  to  use  our  soil  resources  to  their  best  advantage 
in  the  United  States,"  Davis  stated  in  a  recent  New  York  Times  article  listing 
conservation  objectives  which  are  promoted  by  the  agricultural  conservation 
program.    The  objectives: 

***Grass  production  on  hills  and  slnpes  now  being  row-cropped  although 

they  are  too  steep  for  safe  cultivation. 
***Full  use  of  legumes  to  return  nitrogen  to  the  soil. 
♦♦♦Application  of  badly-needed  lime  to  farmland  from  the  limestone 

deposits  to  be  found  nearly  everywhere  in  the  country* 
♦♦♦Use  of  the  enormous  deposits  of  phosphate  rock  in  the  Northwest  on 
pasture  and  cropland  starving  for  phosphates. 

"We  have  enough  idle  capital  and  the  potential  labor  in  this  country  ffc 
build  a  revolution  in  farming  methods,  and  bring  new  vitality  and  vigor  to 
our  soil  and  the  people  who  live  in  it,"  Davis  says.     "Across  the  middle  and 
southern  belts,  all-year-around  pasture  systems  capable  of  feeding  vastly  in- 
creased numbers  of  livestock  can  be  maintained.    New  capital  invested  in  com- 
plete programs  of  soil  and  water  management  pays  rich  returns  in  increased 
production  and  lower  unit  costs."

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BUY  POTATOES  AND  ONIONS 

Fulfilling  previous  commitments  to  support  the  price  of  New  Mexico  potatoes, 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  has  purchased  34  cars  and  3  truck  loads  in  Dona 
Ana,  Luna,  and  Bernalillo  counties  since  July  18,  C,  E.  Habiger,  Production  and 
Marketing  Administration  marketing  specialist,  announced  today. 

At  the  same  time  the  Department  has  purchased  10  cars  of  onions  under  a 
program  to  giTO  marketing  assistance  to  Now  Mexico  onion  growers,  he  said. 

Growers  are  receiving  §2 §2 5  per  100  pounds  for  U.S.  Ho.  1  grade  potatoes, 
sacked,  inspected,  and  loaded  f.o.b.  on  cars  or  trucks,  and  75/  per  50  pounds 
for  U.S.  commercial  75%,  U.S.  1  quality  onions  inspected  and  loaded  f.o.b.  oars. 

Habiger  said  some  of  the  potatoes  have  been  sold  to  commercial  processors, 
and  some  allocated  to  state  eleemosynary  institutions.    Onion  distribution  is 
limited  to  eleemosynary  institutions. 

Price  support  and  marketing  assistance  programs  arc  carried  out  by  the 
Production  and  Marketing  Administration  to  help  farmers  realize  a  fair  return 
for  the  potatoes  and  onions  they  have  grown,  ho  explained. 

CATCHES  WASTE  WATER  FOR  IRRIGATION 
Water  is  too  precious  to  waste,  especially  in  New  Mexico.    Roy  E. 
Armstrong,  of  Raton,  New  Mexico,  has  built  a  largo  retention  dam  on  his  farm 
near  Raton  to  catch  waste  run-off  water  from  the  city  streets  and  uses  it  to 
help  irrigate  many  acres  of  normally  dry  land  on  his  farm.    Roy  obtained  some 
financial  assistance  through  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Program,  but  he 
more  than  matched  every  dollar  spent  by  the  government  cn  the  project.    He  is 
the  one  to  profit  by  it,  he  says,  and  he  is  always  ready  to  spend  :,'>2.00  of  his 
own  money  to  each  $1.00  spent  by  the  government  for  such  improvements.

VETERANS  GET  HELP  ON  FARM  MACEI NERY 

New  Mexico  veterans  got  70  cert  if icate*  for  farm  machinery  in  July,  accord 
ing  to  C.  V.  Hemphill,  Director  of  the  Production  and  Marketing  Administration. 
Extensions  of  time  had  to  be  granted  on  some  of  these  certificates  because 
machinery  v/as  not  available. 

Continued  labor-management  disputes  in  some  of  the  plants  arc  still  imped- 
ing production,  Mr.  Hemphill  said.    However,  wheel  tractor  production  is  on 
the  increase,  but  production  is  far  short  of  meeting  minimum  requirements* 
Harvesting  machinery  and  machines  for  preparing  crops  for  markets  or  use  in- 
creased somewhat,  but  haying  machinery  suffered  some  loss  in  production.  The 
settlement  of  labor-management  controversies  will  result  in  immediate  stepped- 
up  production. 

Veterans  may  obtain  priority  assistance  for  buying  farm  machinery  through 
local  county  ACA  offices. 

LIMBER  OUTPUT  CLIMBS  TOWARD  1945  LEVEL 
Gradually  climbing  lumber  production  since  the  first  of  the  year  has 
enabled  the  Civilian  Production  Administration  to  forecast  lumber  production 
for  this  year  of  32  billion  board  feet,  two  billion  above  the  estimates  made 
last  January. 

However,  the  32  billion  figure  is  five  billion  feet  below  the  1946  re- 
quirements and  unpredictable  events  might  force  a  downward  revision  of  the 
forecasts    Lumber  production  for  May  was  estimated  at  3,073,575,000  board  feet, 
the  first  time  since  August  1944  that  the  monthly  total  had  exceeded  the  three 
billion  foot  level* 

May  production  was  6.4  percent  greater  than  that  of  April  and  10.4  per- 
cent above  May  1945.

QUARTERLY  BASIS  ADOPTED  FOR  WHEAT  IF  MIXED  FBED 
Manufacturers  of  mixed  feeds  may  now  base  the  use  of  wheat  in  their  pro- 
ducts on  a  quarterly  rather  than  monthly  period,  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
has  announced  in  Amendment  No.  13  to  War  Food  Order  144.     The  amendment  is 
effective  as  cf  July  1. 

In  Nov/  Mexico,  the  use  of  wheat  is  restricted  in  each  calendar  quarter 
to  an  average  of  60  percent  for  each  month  of  the  quarter  based  on  the  average 
monthly  quantity  used  in  the  period  December  1,  1945  to  January  31,  1946. 

While  no  increase  in  the  total  quantity  of  wheat  used  for  mixed  feed  man- 
ufacture is  allowed  by  the  amendment,  it  gives  manufacturers  a  longer  period 
in  which  to  manage  their  wheat  allowance. 

FATS  AND  OILS  TRAPS  TO  INCREASE  IN  1947 

World  export  supplies  of  oils  and  oilseeds  will  increase  in  1947  but  will 
still  be  substantia  11 y  below  prewar  supplies,  according  to  the  Bureau  of  Agri- 
cultural Economics.    Here  is  the  picture  in  brief: 

Increases  for  exports  of  copra  from  the  Philippines;  copra,  coconut  oil, 
and  palm  oil  from  other  areas  of  Gouthcast  Asia*  tung  oil  from  China;  flax- 
seed and  linseed  oil  from  Argentina;  and  whale  oil  from  the  Antartic. 

Dccroas es  for  exports  of  soybeans  from  Manchuria  and  peanuts  and  flaxseed 
from  India*     while  European  output  of  oils  and  fats  may  recover  some,  U,  S. 
production  will  be  less  than  in  1946. 

FARM  NEWS  SHORTS 

A  sharp  rcdu.ction  in  livestock  feed  rations  for  this  fall  and  winter  is 
oxpocted  to  cause  3ritainfs  1946-47  milk  production  to  be  8  or  10  percent  less 
next  winter  than  last,  while  pig  marketings  may  be  15  to  18  percent  less*
